ticular motor nerve. Results,
the brain commands, the mus-
cle never gets the message,

nothing moves. There are noJ

words to describe this com.
pletely undone, ‘helpless feel-
ing that comes over you when
your body does not respond to
" your wish. Or the wonderful
exhileration you feel when the
muscles begin to respond to
the hard, unending resistive
therapy you undergo day after
day, month after month, -
We were fortunate enough
to be sent to the California Re-
habilitation Center in Santa
Monica, This worderful center
18 dedicated to rebuildingvic:
tims of polio, broken necks and
backs, multiple sclerosis, and
other neuro diseases. Corps of
therapists: and doctors ' and
nurses have worked hard and
long to put me and other
scores of patients back into a
productive, satisfying: life: Be-
lieve. me, it takes llterally
years ‘of work to undo’ the. ter-
rifying devastation wrought by
& virus like polio. It has taken
a year to put me on 'my feet
and walking with the aid.of-a
cane: and a crutch. Another
year and-I hope to be ambu-
lating somewhat in normal
fashion,
We've met wonds
#t the center, each’ ox;i
a terrible load, and each
h ‘a_smile and words of
good : cheer. We're proud to
know each one of them and
gount them as our friends,
To you who have never been
on the other side of the world,
let us.say just this: Suppo\-t
* the March of Dimes as fully as

you ecan ., , they are doing| .

monumental work and we can
attest to it personally. Thou-

sands of good people have been |
helped back by the Founda-

tion; indeed, were it not for
the March of Dimes, such re-
coveries would be impossible.
The cost is simply tremendous
and very few could ever af-
ford it. Secondly, get your
Salk shots for the whole fam-
dly; polio is no respecter of
age. The Center is treating]
polio victims from a- few
months old to 60 years old.
